In  His  benign  wisdom  He  has  directed  our 
steps  to  find  out  and  comfort  the  needy,  to  clothe  the  naked,  to 
give  aid  and  consolation  to  the  sick,  and  to  protect  the  widow 
and  the  orphan.  It  is  our  heartfelt  prayer  that  He  may  uuide 
the  actions  of  your  future  managers,  that  the  members  of  this 
Associ,ation  and  this  meeting  and  its  deliberations  may  prosper 
under  the  rays  of  His  benign  Providence.

OUE    COMPONENT    SOCIETIES. 

The  contributions  from  our  Component  Societies  have  exceed- 
ed those  of  last  year,  $22  54,  after  deducting  the  amounts  con- 
tributed by  the  Young  Men's  Fraternity,  and  Clay  Literary 
Association,  both  of  Avhich  have  formally  dissolved.  Under 
this  head  we  have  the  pleasure  to  record  the  name  of  a  new 
member.  It  is  the  Ladies  Sewing  Society,  which  was  organized 
on  the  22d  of  September,  18G1.  The  subject  to  organize  such 
a  society  was  first  introduced  by  the  Ladies'  Benevolent  So- 
ciety, and  met  the  prompt  co-operation  of  many  ladies'  hereto- 


fore  not  members  of  any  society.  Under  the  very  efficient 
management  of  their  President,  assisted  by  an  active  board  of 
officers,  their  society  soon  flourished,  counting  between  ninety 
and  one  hundred  members.  They  met  once  a  week  for  nearly 
three  months,  and  on  several  occasions  we  visited  them  at  their 
Sewing  II all.  It  was  a  rich  treat  indeed.  They  all  seemed 
imbued  with  the  same  kind  spirit  which  will  naturally  arise  by 
being  engaged  in  so  laudable  a  cause.  We  extracted  the  fol- 
lowing from  their  Constitution :  "  It  is  the  object  of  the  Ladies' 
Sewing  Society  to  procure  materials  and  finish  garments,  bed- 
quilts,  etc.,  for  the  benefit  of  our  poor  co-religionists,  and  that 
all  such  articles,  when  finished,  shall  be  handed  to  the  officers 
of  the  U.  H.  R.  A.,  for  proper  distribution."  We  embrace 
this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  one  hundred 
and  forty-eight  different  articles,  which  in  many  instances  were 
even  more  desirable  to  us  than  their  actual  value  in  cash,  for 
that  class  of  people  coming  into  our  care  are  often  so  reduced 
in  the  various  necessities  of  life,  that  ready-made  garments  to 
clothe  their  freezing  children,  and  quilts  to  comfort  a  mother 
when  prostrated  on  the  sick-bed,  are  articles  almost  indispens- 
able to  afford  instantanious  relief.  We  deem  it  just  to  say  that 
the  Ladies'  Sewing  Society,  as  a  new  member  among  our  com- 
ponent societies,  deserves  the  admiration,  the  heartfelt  thanks 
and  most  lively  encouragement  from  this  Board,  and  the  com- 
munity at  large. 

THE    EXECUTIVE    BOAED, 

Consisting  of  the  undersigned,  and  whose  term  of  office  ex- 
pires to-day,  has  held  during  the  first  six  months  regular  week- 
ly, and  during  the  last  six  months  j-egular  semi-monthly  meet- 
ings, besides  about  twenty-five  Special  Sessions,  where  the 
various  applications  and  transactions  of  the  Association  in 
general  came  up  for  action.  Almost  every  application  was  refer- 
red to  a  special  Investigation  Committee  before  final  action. 
By  adopting  this  course  we  strove  to  do  justice  to  our  Associa- 
tion as  well  as  to  appli(!ants,  and  on  this  occasion  we  would  most 
highly  recommend  that  in  selecting  your  Executive  Board  for 
the  ensuing  year,  you  should  take  every  precaution  to  place 
only  such  gentlemen  in  office  as  are  energetic  and  self-denying. 


It  is  an  easy  task  to  find  hundreds  of  men  in  oui-  community 
who  are  very  charitable  at  heart,  which  is  a  very  necessary 
qualification  for  an  ofiicer  to  possess,  but  they  must  also  be  qua- 
lified to  ascertain  and  judge  the  worthiness  of  an  applicant,  and 
act  accordingly. 

REVENUES. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  on  October  6th,  1861,  the  President 
appointed  a  Committee  of  seven,  to  collect,  by  subscription, 
funds  necessary  to  meet  the  demands  upon  our  Relief  Fund 
during  the  present  year.  Finding  this  number,  however,  in- 
adequate to  carry  out  the  aims  of  the  resolution,  he  added 
three  other  members  to  this  committee,  which  was  then  com- 
posed as  follows :  Messrs.  M.  M.  Gerstley,  B.  Schoeneraan, 
J.  H.  Henoch,  N.  Eisendrath,  Henry  N.  Hart,  M.  Marcus, 
Jacob  Rosenberg,  Henry  Horner,  and  Henry  Liebenstein.  We 
have  the  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  .their  original  report. 

To  the  Executive  Board  of  the   United  Hebrew  Relief  Association  : 

Gentlemen — Enclosed  please  find  forty-six  dollars  and 
fifty  cents,  being  the  balance  of  collections  made  since  hand- 
ing to  your  body  the  amount  of  seven  hundred  and  twenty-one 
dollars  and  sixty-two  cents.  We  have  received,  in  addition  to 
the  above,  orders  from  dift'erent  parties  amounting  in  all  to 
ninety-seven  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents.  Believing  that  we 
have  called  upon  all  of  those  who  are  able  and  willing  to  con- 
tribute their  mite  to  so  noble  an  object,  we  beg  leave  to  ofi'er  to 
your  consideration,  in  addition  to  our  statement,  a  few  words 
relating  to  our  own  experience  in  this  enterprise. 

Your  Committee  have  had  an  excellent  chance  to  find  out 
the  feelings  of  the  Israelites  of  this  city  towards  the  United 
Hebrew  Relief  Association,  and  we  are  happy  to  say,  that  they 
do  not  only  rejoice  at  the  existence  of  so  noble  an  organization, 
but  that  it  is  also  their  ardent  desire  to  see  this  a  permanent 
institution  for  all  time.  You  will,  therefore,  feel  less  surprised 
when  we  tell  you  that  the  experiment  proved  a  perfect  success. 
Gentlemen,  you  are  no  strangers  in  Chicago,  for  every  benevo- 


lent  person  of  our  co-religionists  in  this  city  is  acquainted  witli 
your  good  works ;  their  hearts  bound  at  the  hearing  of  your 
names,  for  many  as  the  good  deeds  of  your  worthy  organization 
are,  they  are  freely  told  by  the  worthy  recipients  of  charity  at 
your  hands.    "May  you  never  get  weary  of  your  task." 

All  that  is  left  for  us  to  say,  is,  you  shall  ever  find  us  ready 
to  co-operate  with  you  if  we  are  needed.  Believing  this  to  be 
the  proper  mode  of  secui-ing  a  sufficient  amount  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  and  knowing  it  to  be  entirely  free 
of  any  expense  to  the  Association,  we  beg  leave  to  recommend 
this  plan  to  your  body,  as  an  enterprise  sure  of  success  in  fu- 
ture times  for  like  pui-poses.

Leaving  it  to  your  discretion  to  discourse  the  merits  of  this 
Report,  we  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  our  sincere  thanks 
to  the  gentlemen  composing  said  committee.  With  a  zeal  self- 
denying  and  incessant,  they  acted  nobly  and  faithfully  in  their 
trust,  and  we  do  most  willingly  acknowledge  that  to  their  ex- 
traordmary  exertions  it  may  be  attributed,  that  such  a  difficult 
task  has  been  accomplished. 

We  also  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  different  amounts 
of  money  collected  at  funerals  by  the  H.  B.  S.  and  K  A.  M. 
and  to  Rainah  Lodge,  and  private  individuals  for  moneys  col- 
lected at  festivals. 

DISBURSEMEjSfTS. 

Before  stating  the  exact  amounts,  we  would  premise  that  an 
unusually  large  number  of  sick  persons  came  into  our  care 
during  the  latter  part  of  this  fiscal  year,  and  we  considered  it 
our  most  sacred  duty  to  supply  them  with  every  comfort  in 
our  gift.  In  one  case,  for  instance,  a  young  man  who  had  no 
means  to  sustain  himself,  was  afflicted  with  consumption,  and 
the  physicians  considered  his  case  a  hopeless  one  unless  he 
could  make  a  tour  across  the  ocean.  By  an  article  in  our 
Constitution  we  are  not  allowed  to  pay  out  more  than  twenty 
dollars  in  one  application,  yet  tlie  situation  of  this  unfortunate 
man  appealed  so  strongly  to  our  sympathies  that  by  extraordi- 


nary  exertions  and  outside  assistance,  we  succeeded  in  obtain- 
ing passage  for  him  from  Chicago  to  Bremen,  which  is  near 
his  native  home,  for  the  amount  as  above  stipulated.  In  one 
other  case,  where  the  dreary  shadow  of  misfortune  in  its  various 
forms  seemed  to  haunt  a  family  continually,  we  had  to  spend, 
during  a  period  of  nine  months,  by  using  the  greatest  economy, 
at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  until  they  finally  left  the 
city.  You  will  also  perceive,  by  the  report  of  our  Financial 
Secretary,  that  considerable  money  has  been  expended  for  the 
purchase  of  Railroad  Tickets,  a  large  portion  of  which  were 
for  poor  families  who  had  resided  here,  and  were  frequent  re- 
cipients of  charity. 

At  our  last  semi-annual  meeting,  it  was  resolved,  that  a 
committee  should  be  appointed  to  make  collections  among  our 
co-religionists  for  the  purpose  of  raising  two  hundred  dollars  in 
aid  of  the  wounded  soldiers  of  the  battle  of  Pittsburg  Land- 
ing, and  that  this  Association  should  contribute  fifty  dollars  to- 
wards the  amount.  The  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  H. 
Greenebaum,  Henry  Liebenstein,  and  J.  H.  Henoch,  succeeded 
in  collecting  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars.  Three  of  our 
component  societies  handed  over  to  us  eighty-five  dollars,  and 
after  consulting  several  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  in  consideration  of  the  stateof  our  Relief  Fund,  we  thought 
it  sufficient  to  add  the  balance,  fifteen  dollars,  to  make  up  the 
above-named  amount.  The  money  was  handed  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee,  and  in  reply  we  received  the  following :

Gentlemen — Your  kind  and  most  acceptable  favor,  en- 
closing a  check  for  $200,  contributed  for  the  relief  of  the 
wounded  and  sick  heroes  of  Pittsburg  Landing — $115,  by 
the  Society  of  which  you  are  the  officers  ;  $50,  by  the  Hebrew 
Benevolent  Society ;  $25,  by  the  Ladies  Benevolent  Society  ; 
,and  $10,  by  Ramah  Lodge;  commands  the  acknowledgments 
of  this  Commission. 

Please  tender  to  the  nol)lc  hearted  contributors  and  accept 
for  yourselves.  Gentlemen,  our  g-rnteful  thanks  alike  for  the 


contribution,  and  for  the  manifestation  of  your  confidence  in 
our  faithfulness.  It  will  be  our  endeavor  to  prove  ourselves 
worthy  of  the  important  trust  thus  frankly  confided  to  us,  and 
hoping  to  meet  in  their  full  extent  the  benevolent  wishes  of 
yourselves  and  those  you  represent.

m  HOSPITAL   FUND. 

You  will  observe  that  our  Reserve  Fund  has  only  been  in- 
creased during  the  last  two  years  by  the  interest  accruing  from 
the  capital  invested.  The  necessities  for  a  hospital  are  increas- 
ing as  fast  as  time.  To  illustrate  the  fact,  allow  us  to  state 
that  we  have  been  several  times  obliged  to  bring  persons  under 
our  charge  into  the  City  Hospital,  and  in  one  instance  one  of 
our  patients  was  suddenly  visited  by  death,  during  the  night, 
without  the  customary  rites  practiced  in  our  faith.  Often» 
too,  have  we  been  necessitated  to  send  sick  persons  to  other 
cities  to  receive  the  benefit  of  a  Jewish  hospital.  This  is  not 
as  it  should  be.  The  Israelites  of  Chicago  have  of  late  years 
added  many  laurels  to  their  reputation  of  being  a  benevolent 
people,  but  much  remains  to  be  done.  Aside  from  contributing 
to  the  Relief  Fund  of  the  United  Hebrew  Relief  Association, 
they  are  now  called  upon  by  every  sacred  duty  which  they  owe 
to  humanity  and  Judaism  to  immolate  their  mite  upon  the  altar 
of  benevolence,  and  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  build  a  hos- 
pital where  the  sick  and  the  wounded  might  find  a  place  of  re- 
fuge !  This  would  truly  be  a  "  Monument  of  Glory,"  which 
every  contributor  might  look  upon  with  the  extreme  gratifica- 
tion of  having  rendered  his  assistance  in  its  erection.  We 
cannot  too  highly  recommend  that  the  deliberations  of  this 
meeting  should  be  directed  to  this  subject,  and  that  the  initi- 
atory steps  should  now  be  taken  towards  the  erection  of  a 
Jewish  hospital. 

THE    PUBLIC. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  at  the  mass  meeting 
on  October  6th,  1861,  we  purchased  out  of  funds  then  collected, 
a  walking  cane,  with  a  golden  head,  and  presented  the  same 
to  Dr.  R.  N.  Isham,  bearing  the  inscription  :  "  Presented  to  Dr. 
R.  N.  Isham,  as  a  token  of  esteem  in  behalf  of  the  Israelites 
of  Chicago,  October  1861."  The  Dr.  accepted  the  same,  ex- 
pressing his  sincere  gratitude,  and  reassuring  us  of  his  great 
desire  of  attending  our  poor  in  the  future  as  he  has  done  in  the 
past,  believing  it  to  be  his  duty  to  lend  a  helping  hand  in  so 
noble  a  cause.  We  have,  since  then,  had  occasion  to  call  on 
him  several   times  and  are   under  obligations  to  him  for  his 
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prompt  attention.  Our  thanks  are  due  and  hereby  tendered  to 
Revs.  S.  Alder  and  B,  Felsenthal  for  the  delivery  of  lectures 
at  our  mass  meeting.  To  Dr.  Mahla,  for  selling  us  medicines 
at  greatly  reduced  prices.  To  Dr.  Spannagel,  for  attending 
sick  persons  under  our  care  free  of  charge.  To  the  Mayor  and 
Common  Council,  for  granting  free  licenses  to  persons  under 
our  charge.  To  the  Hebrew  Benevolent  Society,  for  allowing 
us  to  bm-y  a  child  free  of  charge,  at  their  burial  place,  as  also 
to  K.  B.  S.,  for  a  like  favor. 

To  the  M.  C,  C.  B.  &  Q.,  C.  &  C.  Air  Line,  and  the 
P.  &  Ft.  W.  R.  R.  Co.'s,  for  selling  us  tickets  at  half  fare,  as 
also  to  the  C.  &  M.  Steamboat  Line.  To  Mr.  J.  M.  Marshall, 
for  giving  us  the  use  of  his  Hall  free  of  charge,  and  to  Mr.  C. 
B.  Pleart,  for  selling  us  flour  at  reduced  prices. 

CONCLUSION. 

Having  thus  presented  to  you  a  Report  of  the  operations  of 
this  Association  during  the  last  year,  we  might,  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  here  rest  the  case  without  any  concern  what- 
ever, but  that  all  the  funds  necessary  to  a  successful  prose- 
cution of  the  objects  of  the  Association,  will  be  forthcoming 
without  any  solicitation  on  our  part.  But  unfortunately  we 
are  surrounded  by  circumstances  which,  aside  from  charity, 
require  great  sacrifices.  We  are  living  in  a  time  which  indeed 
"  tries  men's  souls."  The  very  existence  of  that  good  Govern- 
ment, to  which  the  Israelite  especially  is  indebted  for  the  en- 
joyment of  political  equality,  and  religious  liberty,  is  threatened 
at  the  hands  of  a  most  bold  and  wicked  conspiracy.  The  Stars 
and  Stripes,  that  emblem  of  justice  and  free  institutions,  have 
been  trampled  under  foot  by  traitors  at  home,  while  the  act, 
if  not  openly  commended,  is  secretly  cheered  by  Despots 
and  Crowned  heads  of  tyrannical  Europe.  Brave  hearts  and 
strong  arms  are  rushing  to  the  rescue  by  the  hundred  thousands 
in  support  of  the  Government,  and  every  loyal  man  is  called 
upon  to  bring  sacrifices  in  a  holy  cause.  And  nobly,  yes, 
thrice  noble,  and  patriotically  did  the  Israelites  of  Chicago 
respond  in  the  emergency.  With  a  burning  love  for  country 
and  freedom  did  they  arise,  far  above  all  selfish  consideration  ; 
and  praise  resounded  throughout  the  land  for  their  support  of 
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the  war,  most  liberal  and  truly  magnificent.  While  thus  con- 
tributing to  public  necessities,  individual  economy,  more  than 
ever  becomes  a  public  virtue.  In  the  exercise  of  this  virtue, 
however,  the  poor  and  needy  dare  not  he  forgotten.  No,  in- 
deed, we  cannot  close  the  hand  of  charity  in  the  face  of  pover- 
ty, or  withhold  our  benevolent  support  from  those  of  our  faith 
who  are  beneath  the  tread  of  misery,  helplessness,  and  destitu- 
tion. As  always  heretofore,  we  claim  the  right  of  assisting 
the  poor  and  sick  of  our  people,  without  making  them  the  ob- 
jects of  public  charity ;  always  remembering,  that,  "  he  who 
giveth  to  the  poor,  lendeth  to  the  Lord."  And  however  bur- 
densome it  may  be  to  impose  duties  on  ourselves,  in  many 
cases,  perhaps  disproportionate  to  our  abilities,  we  feel  that 
charity  must  be  done,  and  that  the  Jewish  heart  of  this  com- 
munity will  readily  supply  that  encouragement  to  do  good 
which  our  own  words  of  solicitation  may  fail  to  give.
